It Is be-
Haved that the discovery clenrs up a mys-
tery which puzzled people of the yicinity
for more than & month pust. A voung man
named Frank Kennedy worked during the

ast winter for Charles Hess,, a well-1o-do
armer of near FPoag Station, on the Wa-
bash, Kennedy was rather reticent, and
Hess could learn but lttle of his past life.
The young man admltted on one occasion,
however, that his relatlves wers wealthy,
and llved In an Illnols town, but why he
had left them and gone among strangers to
work as a farmhand he would not say.

During April Kennedy went to Edwarda-
vilis one day to make some purchases. He
falled to return, and ulthough Mr. Hess
mude all pogsible Inquiry und the neighbor-
hood was sesrched, no clew was ever heard
of. It Is belleved that the body found In
Cahokin S8unday afternoon is that of Ken-
nedy, Tt was s0 hadly decomposed as to be
unrecognizable, but Mr. Hees identified tha
trousers as being similar to thoss worn by
the man when he disappenred. The address
of his Tllinols relatives is not known, hut
the people at Poag will retain the man's
